Struck Names 


The tax rolls of Middle- 
town Township have rolled 
into the township’s political 
wars. 


Walter 
Farley 
Jr., 
township 
Democratic supervisor, 
has ac­ 
cused Republican Tax Collector 
E. William Lindeberg of using 
his tax rolls as a "poll tax" in 
maneuvering to have 146 Demo­ 
crat-; stricken from the vote reg­ 
istration list* in Doylestown, thus 
depriving the 146 
from 
voting 
privileges in Tuesday’s election. 


Lindeberg s answer to Far lex’s 
charge was that the nam es he sent 
to Doylestown were of persons 
who had not paid taxes. “You 
can't live in Middletown and not 
pay taxes." Lindeberg said. 


Registration List 


Farley said that, in contrast to 
146 Democrats, only two Repub­ 
licans had been removed from 
the registration list. 


According to the I)eiTKX*rats. Lin- 
deberg notified the chief clerk' at 
the registration office. Claude L. 
Kern, that 146 
Democrats 
and 
two Republicans had not paid per 
capita and county occupation tax­ 
es for two years and had pre­ 
sumably moved. 


Kern then sent a verification of 
address and a form requesting 
reinstatem ent of registration to 
the addresses gi\en him by Lin­ 
deberg. When the forms were not 
returned. Kern struck the names 
from the voting list. 


Threw 
Form s Away 


Farley said many of the Demo­ 
crats he talked to said they threw 
away the forms sent to them by 
Kern, reporting that they had not 
failed to pay taxes for two years. 


Farley said the Democrats first 
became aware of the striking (rf 
voters from the lists when the 
county gave tnem the voting lists 
about IO days ago. Checking of 
the new lists against old ones re­ 
vealed the 
146 voter 
shortage, 
Farley said. 


He reported that the Democrats 
were receiving legal advice on 
future action. Farley said his own 
check of lists showed more than 
40 Republicans and 
23 
Demo­ 
crats in tax arrears. 


“ Few " 
R estored 


"Nothing will he done aliout it." 
Farley said, although he confirm­ 
ed that "a few'* Democrats had 
been restored to th** lists after 
investigation 
revealed 
errors. 
Kern also stated that a few nam es 
had been restored. 
Lindeberg, in answering F ar­ 
ley's charge that he was using 
the tax rolls as a 
"poll tax,” 
said he reported 215 nam es to 
Doylestown for non-payment 
of 
taxes, regardless of party. 
Lindeberg said the lists in dis­ 
pute are the 1960 records, which 
he turned over to the county in 
August. 
The removal of 146 Democratic 
nam es reduced the 
Democratic 
advantage in registered voters 
from 204 to 58, with 11,924 regis­ 
tered in the major parties.
